DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment, Paper No. 8, has been entered. Claims 1-7 and 10-14 have been 
canceled, claims 15-28 have been added, and claims 8-9 have been amended as requested. The 
specification has been amended to further include sub-heading titles and an appropriate abstract. 

2. Applicant's amendment to the specification is sufficient to overcome the objection set 
forth in section 2 of the last Office Action, 

3. Applicant's cancellation of claims 1-7 and 10-14 renders moot the 35 U.S.C 1 12 2 nd 
paragraph rejections set forth in sections 4-10 of the last Office Action. 

4. Applicant's cancellation of claims 1-7 and 10-14 renders moot the 35 U.S.C 102 (b), 
102/103 and 103 rejections set forth in sections 12-17 of the last Office Action. 

5. With regard to the 35 U.S.C 1 12 2 nd paragraph rejections set forth in section 7 of the last 
Office Action, an Examiner's amendment has been entered in claims 8 and 9 to overcome the 
indefiniteness of the term "indeterminate". 

6. An Examiner's amendment has been entered to cancel to method claims 15-28 for the 
allowance of the article claims 8 and 9. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 8 and 9. 
Specifically, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest providing an interlining 

having varied extensibility by orienting elastic strands of differing deniers progressively across 
the width or by orienting elastic strands of different densities across the width.
